Common Problem.* With Peonies 
Peonies rank hi»ft a mong popular 
ornam entals In American lawns anc; 
guldens, a role they have occupied 
for several decades. Of course, such 
favor rest* on well established merits 
as well as on ease of culture. How­ 
l e r . enough serious problems arise 
each year to keep even the more ex­ 
perienced 
growers

Botrytis blight is by far the most 
common disease. It usually appears 
soon after the shoots come through 
the 
ground, 
with 
three 
distinct 
phases of infection til Soon after 
shoots begin growth they turn black 
and fall over; (2> Streaks of dying 
tissue affect the stems after buds 
form and the buds turn black and 
fail to open a stage of discase O l t o n 
called bud blast; (3) Sometimes the 
flowers develop a rot and many of 
the peony leaves are infected. 
Just as soon as peony shoots ap­ 
pear they should be sprayed liberally 
with Bordeaux misturc. and the ap­ 
plication should be repeated in about 
a week to IO days. If the surround­ 
ing soil for a distance of a foot or 
more is coated with the fungicide, 
better 
control 
is obtained. 
Later 
spraying is not advisable, else the 
spray residue will discolor the foli­ 
age. Too, the waxy coating on the 
buds seem to resist later spraying 
effects. Control after symptoms are 
I visible is largely impassible. 
As i,«>oii as blighted areas are dis­ 
covered, the infected plants should 
be taken up and burned to prevent 
the disease spreading in neighboring 
plants.

First among peony problems, as 
1 indicated by letters from readers 
each spring to tho editor, are plant 
lice. In fact, this problem us suf­ 
ficiently serious to wttrrmu a some­

' these tiny sap-suckers from damag­ 
ing peonies. 
In m ost cases aphids appear on 
peonies w ithin a week or two after 
I the shoots come through the ground, 
i They may continue their attacks un- 
j til the blooms open. Growers should 
inspect their plants daily and when 
tile first lice are seen they should 
promptly apply a nicotine sulfate 
spray in soapy water, coating the lice 
liberally. And the application should 
be repeated until all the pests are 
killed off. 
For som e strange reason ants like 
to carry certain species of aphids 
to peonies and protect the lice there, 
just as a farm er pastures his cows. 
And for a sim ilar reason, too, these 
ants feed on a sweet secretion from 
the aphids, called honeydew. It is

ASKS SENATE TO 
RESTORE SS CUT 


W ashington, March 27 PP)—U n­ 
dersecretary of Treasury A, L. M. I 
Wiggins testified today th a t “satis­ 
factory protection" cannot be given 
the President and ins family unless 
the Senate restores the House-ap­ 
proved cut in Secret Service funds. 
He told a Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee the 20 per cent slash 
in funds by the House will force a 
reduction in the special bodyguard 
protecting the White House and the 
President. 
He said $757,600 has been cut from 
the $3,465,100 asked for the secret 
service during the next fiscal year 
beginning July I. 
Wiggins also protested the overall 
reduction of $882,716,750 in funds 
to operate the Treasury. He made 
these points: 
1. The secret service cut also would 
be “an Invitation to the counter­ 
feiter to engage in widcscale op­ 
erations" since the service has to 
protect 
against

now in circulation. 
2. Unless Congress restores the 
full $2,031,000,000 for paym ent of 
income tax refunds, from which the 
House cut $800,000,000, there will br

I will have been overpaid. 
3. Tile $30,000,000 reduction 
in 
; funds for the Internal Revenue bu­ 
reau will encourage tax evasion and 
prevent collection of at least $600 -

Move To Tighten 
Mine Safety Rules 


Harrisburg, March 27 vi’>—Moving 
to tighten up mine safety laws, Rep. 
Harold E. Flack (R-Luzerne) pro­ 
posed today legislation to halt hard 
coal mining within IOO feet of aban­ 
doned mines that are inaccessible 
to state mine inspectors.

Peonies rank high among popular 
ornam entals in American lawns ami 
gardens, a role they have occupied 
for several decades. Of course, such 
favor rests on well established m erits j 
as well as on ease of culture, How - , 
c ver, enough serious problems arb e 
each year to keep even the more ex­ 
perienced 
growers 
searching

Just, as soon as peony shoots a p ­ 
pear they should be sprayed liberally j 
with Bordeaux misture. and the ap ­ 
plication should be repeated in about 
a week to IO days.

j spraying is not advisable, else the

First among peony problems, as 
indicated by letters from readers 
each spring to the editor, are plant 
lice. In fact, this problem Is suf­ 
ficiently serious to w arrant a som e­ 
w hat full discussion of how to keep 
these tiny sap-suckers from dam ag­ 
ing peonies. 
In most cases aphids appear on 
peonies within a week or two after I 
the shoots come through the ground. 
They may continue their attacks un­ 
til the blooms open. Growers should 
inspect their plants daily and when 
the first lice are seen they should 
promptly apply a nicotine sulfate 
spray in soapy water, coating the lice 
liberally. And the application should I 
be repeated until all the pests are* 1 
killed off. 
For some strange reason ants like 
to carry certain species of aphids 
to peonies and protect the lice there, 
just as a farm er pastures his cows. 
And for a similar reason, tex), these 
ants feed on a sweet secretion from 
the aphids, called honeydew. It is 
usually the frequent visits of an ts to 
peonies that cause growers to com- I 
plain th at ants are destroying their j 
plants. But in such cases the task is 1 
to kill the aphids and the ants will I 
soon cease their visits. 
Peonies, like asparagus, dahlias,j 
rhubarb and numerous other o rn a­

Douglas C. Abbott, national de­ 
fense minister, told the House of 
Commons that the government in 
this way hoped to avoid reducing 
meat exports, “particularly to the 
United Kingdom, where food short­ 
ages are still acute.”
